day afternoon, by being thrown from 
liis buggy to the stone pavement on Mon- 
ument square. People could, hardly be- 
lieve that the report could possibly be 
for tlie reason that many citizens had 
seen and conversed with him only a few 
minutes before, but it was too true. The 
shock was a terrible one to lib family 
and to tho entire community at- largo, 
where Mr. Stripplc had lived for over 40 


Mr. Stripple was on the horth and 


west sides of the river Saturday after-

business and in his 


usually good health and spirits. With 
many friends, lie talked and joked, little 
realising that his end was near. 116 
drove leisurely down State street and 
south-on Main street. It was noticed 
that when opposite the Merchants hotel 
that he swayed to and from in liis bug- 
gy and acted as though he might be sick. 
When a point opposite Hotel JRacine was 
reached, and at the end of the monument 
plat, the .horse took a sudden'turn, to- 
wards Sixth--street anil Ml^OUi 
seen by a dozen or morc-^persons -to "fall 
'head foremost 
from the vehicle. His 


head struck the stone pavement and he 
rolled 
over 
or. his back, 
his 
hands 


stretched in the air and he was heard tc 
call "Whoa! Whoa!'' to'the horse, which 
stopped within ten fot and looked buck. 


There are 
also two sons 
and six 


daught|rs, all of whom will have the 
heartfelt sympathy, of the entire com- 
munity in their terrible affliction. 


This morning Justice Bliss held an in- 


quest. The evidence showed that Mr. 
Stripple was driving along the street 
and was thrown from the buggy and died 
in a few minutes. The verdict of 
the 


jury is as follows: 


We, the jury, find that Christian Strip- 


pie came to his death by fracture of the 
skull and concussion of the brain, pro- 
duced by accidentally falling from his 
bugL'y upon the street pavement.

Dr. Robert Kitto and others car- 
died Mr. Stripplc to the green plat and he 
died in Jorgenson'.-* arms without utter- 
ing a syllable. Tlic body was carried to 
the Porter Furniture Co. morgue where 
physicians made an examination and 
gave as their opinion that vertigo or 
heart trouble might have caused him to 
fall from the buggy, but the skull over 
the forehead was badly fractured and no 
doubt caused death. 


Justice Bliss was immediately notified, 


empaneled a jury and the inquest was 
adjourned until today. 


Christian Stripple was 
born in Ger- 


manv 01 years ago. He received his ed- 


, iication in that country and served in 
' life German army. He emigrated to 


America and some -10 years ago, located 


-• in Racine. By trade he was a carpen- 


ter, and for over 25 years was employed 
at the J. I. Case T. M. Co. and was a 
valuable employe. In the terrible cy- 


1 clone of May, 1883. Mr. Stripple was fear- 


fully injured, his legs were broken, back 
injured and for months it was believed 
that he would die. He survived, how- 
ever, but one of his legs was left stiff 
and he was a cripple for life and obliged 
to give up hard work. 


In 1SO-1 he was elected coroner of Ra- 


cine .county, and held the- position con- 
tinuously up to the time of his sudden 
death. His majorities were the largest 
Tocivcd by any county oflicin.1, conclusive 
proof of his great popularity. He mnde 
a "ood honest and conscientious officer, 
and was never known to shirk his duty. 


Mr. Slripplc war. also keeper of the 


tramp house for a. number of years and 
handled 
the 
many 
rough 
men, who 


sought refuge in a manner that made 
them both fear and respect him. As a 
citizen, he was honest and upright, and 
his word was as good as his bond. He 
was a member of the German Veteran 
society and German Maenner Verein, and 
very prominent in the German church 
circles. 


A ciMze.n who knew Mr. Stripple well,

'spoke true words when he said: "Mr. 
Stripplo was a poor but an honest nnd 
conscientious man." 


There survives Mr. Stripplc an invalid 


wifo, who was made totally blind by in- 
juries sustained in the 
cyclpnc which 


crippled her husband, and wheU-;the news 
of her husband's .death; was .imparted to 
her,

CHICAGO'S BIG TURNOUT. 


CHICAGO, Sept, 3.—Organized work- 


tire, calendar. Ii> all the principal cities 
the conditions were ideal; bright skies 
and just enough snap in the air to make 
marching comfortable. 


In all the principal cities, excepting 


New York, the demonstration began 
with a parade, in' which labor made a 
formidable showing of numbers. There 
was no parade in New; -York, but the 
various Organized bodies divided into 
sections and spent the day in picnics, 
sports and speeches. 


St. . Louis; broke all records for labor 


parades, nav'ing 50;000 men in line. Mem- 
phis, in its way, also broke all records, 
with 2,500 inline, which is magnificent 
in the South, where union labor has not 
made such headway. In Indianapolis 
4,000 marched, , and it is estimated that 
fully one-half of the paradera i were wo- 
men. In Cleveland, jwst emerging from 
the most disastrous storm in its history, 
the labor army found enough undam- 
aged streets upon which to march 10, 
000 strong. Boston turned out 25,000, 
and San Francisco, where a strike is in 
progress, witnessed the parade of 20000 
laborers, ;

steel strike business was generally sus- 
pended and extraordinary

tions were made. Milwaukee turned 
out 15,000. Omaha, South Omalia and 
Council Bluffs massed their strength, re- 
sulting in a showing of 8,000 men.

were closed, and the day was celebrated 
at near by pleasure resorts.

70 per cent, and the total for Europe is 
40 per cent. In Norway, nevertheless, 
70.30 per cent of the population live by 
farming; and only 23.70 per,.Cent'live in 
the towns. The average city population 
for alt Europe is 33 per eent. There are 
sixty-one towns iu Norway, but only 
two of them, Christiana and Bergen, 
have more than 50,000 population; three 
Throndlijem, Stavanger, and Drummen, 
have between 20,000 and 80,000; Ghris- 
tiansand and Frederikstad have 12,000 
each; 
Layrik and Frederikshald have 


11,000, and 
Christiansiind 
has 10,000. 


The remainder have between'. 5,000 and 
10,000. On. the 1st of January, 1800;

numbered 
221,255 
inhabi- 


tants.

The average number of persons io a 


household in Norway 
is 5.1, which is 


larger than in any country oi Europe, 
tho ratio for England.being '1.73, Ger- 
many 4.00, Sweden 3.80, and France 3.10. 


Visitors to Norway are always im- 


pressed with the number of very old 
people they see in the farming commun- 
ities. The longevity oi the Norwegians 
is. said to be greater than tnat of any 
other race in Europe. By the last cen- 
sus 1,S300 people out of .a population of 
2.000,000 
were reported as 
over 100 


years of age, and sixteen passed their 
104th year. This phenomenon has sug- 
gested a pretty fable.

The Republican party can 
construct tariffs and it can amend tariffs

There is of courdo no prophecy about it, 
:.he predictions an to the sort of weather 
icing formulated upon the reports of 
.vind and cloud from a far distance and 
the height of the barometer and 
ther- 


iiometr-r. At present our weather bn- 
:-Ciiu receives reports from quite a broad 
:-xtent, from Edmondtmi in British Co- 
lumbia, to the Danish "iM-st Indien, 
and 


Atlantic- to 
the. Pacific, together with 


nail report.s from various parts of the 
world our bureau exchanges with. 


This is »11 well enough ns far as it 


goes. With the regular reports ure sup- 
plemented reports sent in 
by the tele- 


graph, more or less'authentic, but what 
i.s needed is official regular reports from 
stations far out at sea, 
from 
stations 


south of the, equator, and from the far- 
off seas of Oceanica. With the tempera- 
ture reports corning in from far-off sec- 
tions, direction of wind, height of barom- 
eter, state of the skies, our bureau be- 
yond question would he able to every 
morning and afternoon make very intel- 
ligent forecasts of the sort of weather 
for the next day or two. The storms, 
the rtiilms, the heats and the cold waves, 
would be very closely predicted. Tho 
approach of a storm would be foretold, 
days in advance though its intensity 
could' 
not be ao well predicted until 


closer ab hand, but the fact that thou- 
sands of milea distance, a storm was 
raging and all the science of.the weather 
men made it a reasonably certainty the 
air currents and prevailing direction of 
the wind would sooner or later bring 
such a storm over our territories, tha 
observers would bo at work and diligent- 
Iv watching thisgs, sending in their re- 
ports and speciafls at that when warrant- 
ed to headquarters at Washington. 


Not. all, of course, tho predictions of 


the service nro justified, but sufliciently 
so that the cost of our weather service 
is many times saved 
every yenr. Tho 


average '.successful predictions are over 
00 per cent., thn-t is those official predic- 
tions issued from Washington. 
The lo- 


cal officials frequently give out their es- 
timates of thn comingr weather, though 
all such is regarded a.s informal -and do 
not form a part of the official record*. 


The Milwaukee meeting will accom- 


plish very much good. The information 
gathered and the concensus of views 
may induce congress to provide still fur- 
fhcr for :i system of regular weather re- 
ports from greater distances, -and to im- 
povfc our weather service to the utmost 


os^iblo extent.

plight of the cruiser Columbia which had 
been practically ruined by being laid up 
ta League Island jiavj» yard, and only 
cared for by one very ordinary care- 
taker, have been impartial. This is a 
matter that concerns every citizen and 
our now navy la a- pride to every Ameri- 
can, 
and it. follows when things go 


wrong the criticisms will be regardless 
of politics every time. The most severe 
.strictures of the department comes from 
tin? strongest Republican papers, 'and the 
whole thing can only be determined as 
to responsibility and full extent of dam- 
age by a court, of inquiry. 


It docs seem a piece of folly for 
the 


American people to have to pay 8f>,000,- 
000 for the construction of a magnifi- 
cent war cruiser, as in the case of the 
Columbia, then for somt naval officials 
to order tho vessel laid up in ordinary 
with but a care-taker on board the past 
couple 
years. If 
tho 
navy 
bureau 


nre unable to keep our war vessels in 
commission it is useless to keep on with 
the construction of additional vessels. 
While the damage to the Columbia may 
bo exaggerated, the artnal truth is bad 
enough 
in all conscience. It 
will re- 


quire the expenditure of^nauy thousands 
of dollars to place the vessel in seagoing 
condition, and if our splendid battleships 
and cruisers are to be laid 
up in 
the 


naval borte yard in the Delaware river 
to rust away .let congress cease to ex- 
pend further millions.

with much beauty of imagery, in ex- 
ceedingly musical meter, and that the 
Hue of thought 3s withal cjuite enter- 
taining in its evolution. Probably the 
well versed critic of poetry could point 
out many other technical excellences 
in this apparently classic production, 
but the average.- reader will be satisfied 
to know tbat the poem is one well 
worthy not only of reading and re- 
reading, but of reproduction in much 
more permanent form.

superior to former ones in several re- 
spects.

The conccssionEairesaremen 
who have won brilliant success and 
good reputations in the amusement 
world. 
At the beginning the cheap 


fakirs who flocked to Buffalo to rent 
ground space on the Midway learned 
thn£ the exposition offlcials would have 
naught to do with them. They were 
shut out completely. The architecture, 
decorations and grouping of the build- 
ings are commendable. Tho .buildings 
are close together, and in making a trip 
through thcTMidway one passes quickly 
from concession to concession.

pie in the old style of 'holding the stall 
in the fingers, but the younger genera- 
tion generally prefers the neater way 
of cutting off the points with the knifo 
and conveying them on the fork to the 
mouth. 


Salad is generally eaten from a sepa- 


rate plate placed at the left hand side 
of the meat plate. 


At dessert apples, pears, etc., are 


peeled and are then cut up to the right 
size for eating off a fork. .Grapes are 
conveyed to the mouth by the fingers, 
and the'stones and skins are passed 
from the mouth to the hand and then 
In id'on the table. 


Refinement in eating and drinking,

THE QUINCE CURCULIQ. 


It* Hfe and HnJHts—The Best Reme- 


dy Yet Found for It. 


The quince curculio belongs to the 


largest and most important,of the faui- 
llios—the Curculionldse or popularly 
cnrculios or wecvjl^of the snout bee- 
tles. This family',includes several of 
our most destructive insects, such as 
the acorn and nut weevils, the well 
known plum curculio, the strawberry 
•weevil1 and that recent importation 
from Mexico, the cotton boll weevil 


As some of the grubs go into the soil 


In August and the beetles which de- 
velop from them may not appear above 
ground before the middle of the next 
July a quinca curculio may spend 11 
months'of its.life in the soil. In the or- 
chard. For a week o.r more after they 
emerge froro the ground in the spring 
the curculios feed upon the growing 
quince fruits an&,possi;bly to a slight 
extent upon the leaves. Then eggs are 
laid In little pits made by the mother 
beetles in the fruit. 


In August, one season, eggs hatched 


lu from seven to ten days, and the lit-

Choose tomatoes of even size and ar- 


range them, blossom end downward, Su 
a saucepan.' Add one teaspoonful of 
salt and enough boiling water to cover. 
Boil briskly. They will be done when 
they can be easily pierced by a sharp 
tined fork—anywhere from u to 15 min- 
utes, according to size. Take up care- 
fully on a skimmer and lay on a heat- 
ed platter. Cut two gashes crosswise 
in each, lay on butter the size of a 
hickory nut, dust with salt, pepper and 
a very little powdered sugar and serve 
immediately.

It is the testimony of growers who 


have thoroughly tested the arsenical 
sprays that'thcy are of little or no ben- 
etit.

curculio quickly drops to the ground 
when the tree is'•jarred, not shaken. 
Those who practice.the jarring method 
successfully jar the trees every day if 
possible from the, time the beetles ap- 
pear until their nTimbers decrease be- 
yond the danger point, or only a few 
are captured each time.

It Better if It Look* Good. 


The bee produces the honey, but 


will It make straight combs, even, 
white ana well capped,If hive and sec- 
tions are .not properly prepared for its 
use mid If they are not property cared 
i'oi; during that use? .And if all the 
preliminary work is well done, will the 
product be ready for an exacting mar- 
ket withont additional Work and care? 


The, beekeeper must do more than to 


induce his bees to put their product 
into clean sections. He must keep the 
sections clean and unbroken. He must 
meet the demands of the trade. 


To do this he must take the honey 


from the hive at the right time, must 
make each section assclean and invit- 
ing aa possible and then assemble the 
sections properly in. attractive pack- 
ages. 


People like what is good and like It 


better if it looks good, What is clean 
suits them better if it looks clean. 
A 


stain on the 'outside of a section does 
not make the honey less sweet or less 
wholesome, but does make it less at- 
tractive to the buyer. The stain, there- 
fore, must be removed before :the see 
tiori is offered for sale. 


Uniformity counts: 
Therefore the 


beekeeper must make his packages 
uniform—in size, in shape, in color, in 
arrangement. A few leaking sections 
are too many. A single badly graded 
case may spoil the sale of a ton of 
honey. So the individual must, be care- 
ful in grading, in handling, in pack- 
ing and in selling his products. 


But this is not enough. The market 


Is too big for one'man to supply. Honey 
Is bought and sold by the carload—even 
by the trainload—and the buyer is wise 
enough to insist on-uniformity-of. grad- 
ing in the whole lot. The packages 
must be .uniform or he will complain. 
The packing must be uniform or he 
will find fault. The honey itself must 
be uniform or he will not pay the high- 
est price for it. , 
,:

A 
large majority of the people called it 
the "Midway," and in tho course of a 
few weeks the other part of the 
name was obsolete. The Midway had 
caught the popular fancy; it rolled 
easily from tbe tongue; it had come to 
stay. The name was applied to about 
every amusement feature of fairs and 
pleasure resorts thereafter and is still 
popular. 


When it was decided to hold a pan- 


American exposition at Buffalo, the 
question arose as to what name should 
be applied to the amusement quarter 
of the enterprise. There seemed to be 
a general desire for something different 
from the name used at Chicago, Omaha 
and other places, something new, a 
term that would surpass and eclipse 
the Midway. 
Hundreds of sugges- 


tions wore offered by as many different 
persons, and all were given due consid- 
eration, but norid ivfts regarded by the 
management as being equal to the 
Midway, and so that^name stood.

The Cornell Scheme as It Work» 


Amontf tliie Farmers. 


The Cornell (N. Y.) station has. done 


a good deal of work in improving meth- 
ods of potato cultiive. 
Tbe Cornell scheme is: "Early (or 


twice) plowing, thorough fitting, deep 
planting, prolonged^ frequent, level till- 
ago and spraying/.with bordeaux mix- 
ture and Paris green." 


One farmer who'tried it reports con- 


cisely: "Four rows 145: feet long, your 
way, six bushels. ' Four rows 145 feet 
long, my way, four bushels." 


One point which may still have time- 


liness for some late crops is the-pro- 
longed tillage versus "laying by" at the 
third cultivation. Ou this it is advised: 
"Cultivate lightly (about two inches), 
working as close'to the row as the tops 
will permit. Cultivate after every rain- 
storm as soon as''the soil is fit. Con- 
tinue these shallow cultivations as 
long as it is possible to pass between 
the rows, narrowing the cultivation at 
eiich successive '.tillage to correspond 
to the space left,between the spread- 
ing rows. From seven to nine cultiva- 
tions have been.found most advanta- 
geous for tbe crop, and it is well if the 
tillage is continued into August. Level 
tillage has given better results on the 
station grounds than the 'hilling' meth- 
od, the advantages.being greater iu dry 
seasons.," 
•' 


Commenting upon these methods J. 


L. Stouo of the station staff says: 
"Eighty-five per cent of tbe reports re- 
ceived from farmers ot tillage experi- 
ments witb potatoes indicate profitable 
returns from the methods recommend- 
ed. Some of the. gains are extremely 
profitably secured;1' 


SPRAYING POTATOES. 


Eastern Farmers Do Not Take Kind- 


ly to Bordeaux For Bllgbt. 


There is considerable conflicting tes- 


timony in regard to the efficacy of 
spraying with bordeaux mixture for 
blight, and I have never yet found an 
average potato grower who knew be 
bad made the practice to pay. The rec- 
ommendations come mainly from ex- 
periment stations and close observers 
who are able to detect a small differ- 
ence in yield. These ^yields are from

a difference of 10 or 50 bushels per ac- 
tual acre may be due ,tq many causes 
and actually 'occurs every year ou, ev- 
ery farm.

I have no doubt tlftt the effect of 


pads greem hot weather and flea beetle 
on the foliage is often called blight and 
that the spraying would then be of no 
avail. 
The blight, if it comes at all, does 


not show with us until some time in 
Augwst, and spraying before Aug. 1 
would do no good. I do not think any 
effect is seen from the different blights 
except the late blight, which kills all 
foliage in two or three days, until the 
potato foliage begins to mature or, in 
other words, the blight has a season of 
growth and requires certain conditions 
of foliage (its seed bed) before it will 
germinate. As long as hot, dry weather 
continues there will be no genuine 
blight.

If one knew just when a wet, muggy 


spell was coming on and could cover 
thoroughly every spot witb the copper 
and it did not wash off, there would be 
a benefit, but the job is usually only 
half done, nnd there are so many it's 
that the average potato grower will 
not bo the gainer. I use as strong a 
solution of the copper water as I can 
make without lime in my hand spray- 
ers when putting on parts green and 
shall not use- anything else this season 
for blight, says a Rural New Yorker 
writer.

After tbe Hay Is Gathered. 


Now that the hay crop is about gath- 


ered it is time to do something with the 
thin meadows and spots. If plowed up 
at once and well worked down, rye can 
be sown in September, but a trial of 
the Clark method of-grass seeding is 
often advisable where a farmer cannot 
well lose a year's use of the field for 
grass. 
After plowing harrow thor- 


oughly with disk or cutaway to cut up 
tbe'oid sod and seed early in Septem- 
ber. Use a top dressing of well rotted 
manure or commercial fertilizer.- A 
thorough working of the soil aud early 
seeding will allow,for .sufficient growth 
this fall to stand tho.winter and give 
a good crop of bay next year, advises 
American Agriculturist.

ing as possible and then assemble the 
sections properly in attractive pack- 


°People like what Is good and like it 


better if it looks good. V.'hat is clean 
suits them better if it looks clean. A 
stain on the outside of a section does 
not make thc honey less sweet or less j 
wholesome, but does make it less at- 
tractive to the buyer. Tlie stain, there- i 
fore, must bo removed before tho sec- 
tion is ofl'ereil for snlo. 


Uniformity counts. 
Therefore the 


beekeeper must make his packages 
uniform—in size, in shape, in color. In 
arrangement. A few leaking sections 
m-e too many. A single badly graded 
case may spoil the sale of a ton of 
honey. So the individual must, be care- 
ful in grading. In handling, in pack- 
ing aud in. selling his products. 


Kut tliis is not enough. Tlie market 


Is too biff for one man to supply. Honey 
is bought and sold by the carload—even 
by the trainload-and the buyer is wise 
enough to Insist on uniformity of grad- 
ing in the whole lot. The packages 
must be uniform or he will complain.

The honey itself must 
be uniform or he will not pay the high- 
est price for it.

SPRAYING POTATOES. 


Eastern Farmers Do >'ot Take Kind- 


ly to Bordenur For Bliebt. 


There is considerable conflicting tes- 


timony in regard to the efficacy of 
spraying with bordeaux mixture for 
blight, and I have never yet found an 
average potato grower who knew ho 
had made the practice to pay. The rec- 
ommendations come mainly from ex- 
periment stations and cluse observers 
who are able to detect a small differ- 
ence In vield. These ^yields are from 
small plo'ts and may be misleading, as 
a difference of 10 or HO bushels per ac- 
tual acre may be due TO many causes 
and actually occurs every year OL ev- 
ery farm. 
1 have no doubt tlftt the effect of 


paris green, hot weather ana flea beetle 
on Uie'follJge is often called blight and 
that the spraying would then be of no 
avu il. 
The blight, if it comes at all, does 


not show with us until some time in 
August, and spraying before Aug. 1 
-would do no good. I do not think any 
effect is seen from the different blights 
except the late blieht which kills all 
forage in two or three days, until the 
potato foliage begins to mature or, iu 
other words, the blight has a season of 
growth and requires certain conditions 
of foliage (its seed bed) before It will 
"ormlnate. As long as hot, dry weather

the Exposition as a picture. I hear 
some of my readers ask for the practi- 
cal things. An electrician of note said 
to me last night: "I doubt if it would 
be possible to get together in the sama 
space a better display of electrical ap- 
paratus and machinery than we have 
here. The work has been not only very 
intelligently but very thoroughly done." 
I felt that this was a, forceful compli- 
ment to Professor George P. Sevev, who 
organized this great exhibit. So I say 
to all who are interested in electricity, 
amateur or expert, "This is the best 
ever." The building is 500 by 150 feet, 
full of wonderful productions of man's 
ingenuity, skill and patience. 
Don't 


hurry. Devote a day or two to this. 


Machinery—acres of it, of tha latest 


types, much of it in operation. The 
display of machine tools is particularly 
extensive. 
Special machinery has a 


prominent place, for this is an age of 
special machinery. Man seems to be 
able to build a machine for any opera- 
tion that manufacture specially re- 
quires. There is a noteworthy display 
of engines and in the same building'au- 
tomobiles and launches. 
Give plenty 


of time to this building if you would 
have a knowledge.1 of progress in these 
lines. 


Two buildings are devotee! to graphic 


arts, ono to the machinery used in en- 
graving, typesetting, printing, folding, 


binding, envelope making, etc., and the 
cither to a display of products of the 
printing press. Many, beautiful b66ka 
are here for examination. If you would 
learn, go slowly. Don't run foot races 
At an exposition. He, who runs can't 
read, at least not so satisfactorily as 
fie who goes a slower pace. 


Horticulture and 'Floriculture have a 


large building and two conservatories. 
New York State shows 400 varieties of 
apples which have been preserved in 
cold storage and are constantly renew- 
ed in order that the display may be at 
all times fresh. Other States and coun- 
tries have exerted themselves to pro- 
duce exhibits that shall do them credit 
and have achieved a marked success in 
these efforts. The horticultural display 
is rich with information and beautiful 
to look upon. We must not forget the 
exhibit of important food plants ar- 
ranged by G. Edward Fuller, who has 
won fame as a food expert at several 
expositions. 


Across tho canal from the Horticul- 


ture building, to the southward, nearly 
seven acres of land are devoted to the 
outdoor floral and ornamental tree ex- 
hibits. This Is a garden of highly de- 
veloped flowers of many varieties, and 
in looking through it one must not for- 
get the water gardens in the little bays 
and lagoons that connect with the 
Grand Canal. We are continually dis- 
covering new beauties in the water 
plants and grasses. • 


Dr. David T. Day of the United States 


Geological Survey ha& brought together 
a collection of exhibits from the mines 
that attracts wide attention. 
Every 


foot of space is made to do effectual 
service, and one is surprised at the 
wonderful store of specimens to be 
found within the Mines building. Every 
exhibit possesses some special merit. 
Among the many specimens are pre- 
cious stones from North and South 
America, American sapphires and tur- 
quoises, newly discovered diamonds 
from Wisconsin, the azurites and mala- 
chites from Arizona, gold from Cape 
Nome and the Klondike, and the lar- 
gest natural nugget of silver, weighing 
300 pounds. A lamp burning kerosene 
oil and using a Welsbach burner, pro- 
ducing a powerful light, Ss one of the 
curious and important exhibits. Some 
exceedingly valuable specimens 
are 


shown in a safe with glass doors, the 
interior being lighted with incandes- 
cent bulbs. There Is also an important 
display of machinery for mining and 
handling ore. 
Let us cross the Esplanade to the 


Fisheries building, one of the United 
States Government group. All aroitnrt 
the outer walls of the building aqua- 
riums have been arranged with light 
coming from above. Through tho glasa 
sides the visitor has a full vtew of the 
aquatic life. 
The United States'. Fish 


Commission has arranged in tlu> most 
attractive manner a display of many 
of the important food and g-arne fish, 
together with many odd specimens 
from the American coasts. In the cen- 
ter of the building- Is a large tank con- 
taining mammoth fish and a pair Of 
playful seals. There is also a large dis- 
play of fishing apparatus, showing 
methods of securing and handling fish, 
with a model of a Government fish 
hatchery. 
If we are mere sightseers 


and not students, an hour or two will 
suffice here, and we pass on to the main 
Government building. 


The exhibits in the central building 


are worthy of days of study. All the 
Federal departments are represented, 
and each one has striven to produce an 
exhibit thoroughly up to date and rep- 
resentative. It is expected that the 
State Department shall exhibit its his- 
torical documents, which are so dear 
to thesAmerican heart, such as the orig- 
inal draft of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, and here they ara in abun- 
dant number. Here also is the oid fash- 
ioned desk upon which Thomas Jeffer- 
son wrote the Declaration. Tho collec- 
tion of relics of our first President is 
well worthy of careful examination and 


Government. A coin press also shows 
the process of making our coins. Under 
the direction of the Treasury Depart- 
ment are "very interesting exhibits of 
the Life Saving Service, the Lighthouse 
establishment, 
the 
Marine Hospital 


Service, the Coast and Geodetic Survey. 
One may see at a glance portraits of all 
the secretaries of the Treasury from 
the time of Alexander Hamilton to the 
present • day. The Life Saving exhibit 
is situated upon the shore ;of the Expo- 
sition, lake; in the southern part of the 
grounds, and daily exhibitions are giv-1 
en by a crew of ten men, .These exhi- 
bitions art? often thrilling and are never 
without interest. 


The War Department exhibit consists 


of all sorts of historical small arms, as 
well as big guns, army equipments and 
supplies. The exhibit consists of hun- 
dreds of articles, each having- special 
importance. 
Tim three big modern 


guns, one of them weighing, with its 
carriage, over 400,000 pounds, constitute 
a very important feature of the War 
Department display. They are in charge 
of uniformed men who give free exhibi- 
tions of their .use. 


The Department of Justice tays be- 


fore our inquiring eyes rriany valuable 
books and papers upon which the 
names of famous men of history appear 
in surprising number. There are many 
interesting portraits, too, with auto- 
graph letters iind other things of value. 


_• It is said of the Postofflee Department 
that it is the largest business organiza- 
tion in the world. Certain it is that no 
organization more vitally affects the 
welfare of the people or comes into 
closer relation with the inhabitants of 
every part of our country. The exhibit 
here Is designed to convey to the mind 
a comprehensive idea of the workings 
of this important department. 
The 


equipment division"*is represented by 
models of uniformed mail carriers, not 
only of tha United States, but other 
countries; models of vessels used In the 
transportation, of mails, mail cars, 
coaches, carts, sledges and the thou- 
sand and one articles used In this ex- 
tensive service. The curios include the 
postofflce ledger of Benjamin Franklin 
and an immense number of articles 
that have brought up in the Dead Let- 
ter office and -are preserved as speci- 
mens of articles that go through the 
mails. 


The Navy Department exhibit includes 


a representation of a quarter deck of a 
man-of-war, with figures showing: the 
uniforms of all naval officers. 
Models 


of naval vessels and naval Ordnance are 
also shown, with a map of the world, 8 
by 20 feet, giving the location of all 
vessels of the United States Navy from 
day to day. 


The Department of the Interior In- 


cludes the Patent Office, the Bureau of 
Education and the Geological Survey. 
The exhibits from these bureaus pos- 
sess an intense interest for every one 
who desires to note particularly the 
progress of invention and education. 
There are two exhibits of the very lat- 
est typesetting machines. Ilia telauto- 
graph, which-reproduces a facsimile of 
one's handwriting through 100 miles of 
wire, is also shown. 


The Bureau of Indian Affairs is under 


the jurisdiction of the Secretary of the 
Interior, and one of tho exhibits is a 
case full of Indian relics which ante- 
date the discovery of America, The ev- 
olution of the Indian from savage life 
to civilization is illustrated. 


The exhibit of the Smithsonian Insti- 


tution also occupies an important space 
in the northwest corner of the building. 
I can merely skim over these doeply 
interesting objects, but the sightseer 
should spend days if he would examine 
them in detail and profit to the fullest 
extent from this most precious oppor- 
tunity to acquaint himself with modern 
progress. 


The exhibit from the Department o£ 


Agriculture i« installed in the north 
pavilion of the Government group. It 
includes so many things that relate to 
scientific agriculture that one; who la 


also makes a showing of ltd splendid 
work in the promotion of trade among 
all the Americas.' The Department of 
Labor has an exhibit of 31 volumes 
ahowing the usefulness of that bureau 
in its relation to capital and labor. In 
this pavilion a day or two may be spent 
with profit by any one. 


The Ethnology building, .which stands 


a few rods west of the north gate of 
the Government .group, la one of the 
most beautiful of the many stately 
structures. It is surrounded by,a colon- 
nade, and the roof is a huge dome. The 
decorative color is strong and pictur- 
esque. The exhibits carry us back hun-

cate crockery and silverware. Among:

Sept. 3.—Corn is maturing very rapidly, 
owing to the warm, dry weather during 
H?e e?rJ? -''art. of - the week, and while 
the yield in the northern portion of the 
state will be better than in those sections 
where the drought was more severe the 
crop will be very unsatisfactory. From 
present indications the croog will be safe 
from, frogt by the loth, while in ninny 
sections cutting is well under way and 
some fields are in the shock. Threshing 
Is generally completed and grain crops 
are out of the way for the season, with 
the yield and quality better than might 
have been expected, in view of the gen- 
erally unfavorable conditions prevailing 
throughout the greater part of the sea- 
son. Potatoes have improved somewhat, 
owing to light rains, and the prospect is 
for a better crop than anticipated. At 
the best the cror> will be fur below the 
average. The weather eontnued favor- 
able for 
the tobncco crop during- the 
week, ami harvesting and shedding con- 
tinue. With few exceptions the crop will 
be light. The condition of pastures has 
deteriorated during- the week, and is very 
MtUo better than during the drought, 
with'stock 
being- fed in manv places. 
Second crop clover has genrally been 
very good, and th« timothy crop lias 
been fairly jjood, both in yield and qual- 
ity.
